But keep on preparing 
your address and making out the heads 
Olt for reference. her x year or so 
you will find that vou can systematize 
vour notes into divisions and heads, and 
as vou gain confidence in. your own 

ability to keep on talking you will find 

that three or four main heads are easily 
remembered without notes, and that 
under each head a whole series of sub- 
heads will arrav themselves. And so 
vou may develop into a clear and 
fluent But never speak on 
however fainiuliar à topic without pre- 
paration. This inuch 1s due to your 
audience, and all audiences differ.
